MP and police chiefs coming face-to-face

THE war of words between Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon and Essex Police 
over illegal traveller encampments 
in the town will come to a head at 
showdown talks next week. 

Mr Halfon is due to meet Chief 
Constable Stephen Kavanagh and 
Essex Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Nick Alston at the Harlow 
Enterprise Hub on Monday. 

It will be the first time all three 
have sat round the table to thrash 
out their differences. 

Hopeful 

“This will be the first meeting 
where it will just be us and I am 
hopeful it will go well,” Mr Halfon 
told the Star on Tuesday. “I think it 
is needed more urgently than ever 
as it must be made clear there are 
powers they [the police] can use.” 

In the past few weeks Mr Halfon 
said police had failed to take action 
and accused the Chief Constable of 
caring more about the human 
rights of travellers than those of 
“law-abiding residents”. 

In response, Mr Kavanagh said 
Mr Halfon was inflaming the situ¬ 
ation by claiming the town was 
“under siege”.

“The police aren’t going to walk 
away from any unauthorised 
encampments but we use very lim¬ 
ited legislation,” he said. “There 
are two pieces of legislation avail¬ 
able to police. One is not available 
to Essex because there are no trans¬ 
it sites in the community and the 
other has very clear expectations of 
when and where we can use it.” 

Mr Halfon previously criticised 
the role of Mr Alston in the process 
and questioned whether he was 
upholding his public duty. 

Mr Alston said the MP turned 
down two opportunities to meet 
him, adding: “He didn’t make him¬ 
self available to meet with me over 
the New Year, which I offered.” 

Mr Halfon said parliamentary 
business prevented him doing so. 


In the House of Commons this 
week, Mr Halfon asked Mike Pen¬ 
ning, the Government minister 
responsible for policing, to clarify 
what legislation was available for 
police to use and why it was not 
being employed. 

“The encampments have caused 
huge amounts of misery for local 
residents but the Chief Constable 
says he does not have enough 
powers to deal with that and he 
cites the human rights of the trav¬ 
ellers,” said Mr Halfon. 

Owned 

Mr Penning said he would seek a 
meeting with Mr Kavanagh. 

As the Star went to press yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday) there were 
three illegal encampments in Har¬ 
low - at Katherine’s Way (eight 
caravans), Third Avenue (five cara¬ 
vans) and Edinburgh Way (three 
caravans). All the sites are owned 
by Essex County Council.

Sarah to cross an 
icy wasteland on 
a dog-pulled sled

A LAW student will be taking on 
the role of marathon adventurer 
when she embarks on an Arctic 
challenge to raise money for St 
Clare Hospice. 

While most of us will be tucking 
into Easter eggs and hot cross 
buns, Sarah Cripps, of Gilston 
Lane, Harlow, will be setting off 
on a 250km trek on board a sled 
pulled by huskies. 

Starting from the north of Nor¬ 
way and heading into Sweden, the 
challenge will take seven days in 
freezing conditions of minus 30 
degrees centigrade. 

The 23-year-old will join up 
with 10 other fundraisers for the 
physically demanding seven-day 
challenge which starts on Easter 
Monday (April 6 ). She will drive 
her own sled, covering on average 
50km a day. 

“I will be setting up camp each 
day in the icy wilderness without 
a toilet, shower or bakery for 
miles,” she said. 

“I’ve never done anything like 
this before and it’s frightening. 
It’s a unique challenge that will 
really test me mentally and phys¬ 
ically. 


“I’ve always felt the cold more 
than most people so for me espe¬ 
cially it will be tough.” 

Sarah, who is studying law at 
university in London, will fly out 
to Norway on Sunday, April 5. She 
will be given training and meet 
the husky dogs that will pull her 
on the looped circuit into Sweden 
and back. 

Miss Cripps has prepared for 
the trek by completing an endur¬ 
ance cycle ride and next week will 
complete a half marathon. 

“St Clare Hospice is really close 
to my heart as they looked after 
my grandfather before he died” 
she said. 

“He was humbled by his exper¬ 
ience at the hospice and he 
wished he had done more for 
charity during his life. 

“With that in mind I want to 
share his message and show St 
Clare Hospice how much both my 
grandad and the whole family 
have appreciated their work. I 
thought this would be a good 
thing to do in his memory.” 

Sarah has set herself a target of 
raising £3,000 for the hospice.

Jewellery and 
cash stolen in 
two burglaries 

POLICE investigating two 
break-ins in Harlow have 
appealed for witnesses. 

A house in Hare Street was 
targeted by burglars who 
smashed a rear patio door to 
gain entry to the property and 
stole a distinctive Fortnum and 
Mason box containing a 
number of items of jewellery. 

A large sum of cash and a 
number of other items 
including champagne glasses 
and a bag of birthday gifts 
including coconut body gel were 
also taken. 

The break-in took place 
between 9am on Friday, 

January 23 and 7.35pm on 
Sunday, January 25. 

Jewellery worth several 
thousands of pounds and a 
quantity of cash was stolen 
from a house in Tysea Close 
during a burglary between 
11am and 6.45pm on Sunday, 
February 1. 

A number of windows and 
doors at the rear of the house 
were smashed including a set of 
patio doors. 

PC Jo Snell, of Harlow Police, 
said: “House-to-house enquiries 
have led us to believe that two 
men were paying particular 
attention to the victim’s car 
which was parked on the 
driveway at about 2.30pm. 

“There would have been a lot 
of noise coming from the 
garden because as well as 
smashing the windows and 
patio doors, seven security 
lights dotted around the garden 
were also smashed.” 

Police are also investigating 
an unsuccessful attempt to 
break into a flat at Alexandra 
Road in the Newhall area of 
town on Saturday, January 24 
between 8.40am and 5.10pm. 

A witness reported seeing 
two white men near the 
property at around 1.30pm. One 
was wearing Caterpillar-style 
work boots and had a thick 
beard while the other walked 
what was described as a 
“distinctive sway”.

Police swoop on house 
after crossbow incident 

POLICE swooped on a house in 
Parsonage Leys, Harlow, on Tuesday 
afternoon following reports that man 
had been seen firing a crossbow in the 
street. 

Eye-witnesses said several cars of 
officers arrived on the scene at about 
3pm. 

One resident said: “There were about 
half a dozen of them. They targeted a 
house along an alleyway and they had a 
car either side. It was like a siege. 

“I have lived in this area for 27 years 
and there are never any real problems.” 

A 21-year-old man was arrested on 
suspicion of possessing an offensive 
weapon. He has been released on police 
bail until March 12. 

Rape suspect arrested 

POLICE investigating an allegation of 
rape arrested a 20-year-old man in 
Harlow town centre on Tuesday. 

The suspect was taken in for 
questioning after being arrested in the 
West Gate area, which was cordoned off 
while forensic investigations took place. 

A spokesman for Essex Police 
confirmed that a man from Harlow had 
been arrested by officers investigating a 
report that a 19-year-old woman had 
been raped. He has been released on 
police bail until June 9. 

Pets’ Corner refurb starts 

PETS’ Corner, the popular children’s 
zoo in Harlow Town Park, will close on 
Monday as work starts on a major 
refurbishment of the attraction. 

The work, which is expected to take 
up to three months to complete, is part 
of a £2.8m programme to regenerate and 
the park. 

A new events barn and learning 
centre will be provided at Pets’ Corner, 
as well as improved visitor access and 
better facilities for the animals. 

Although there will be no access 
available to the attraction itself for 
health and safety reasons, visitors will 
still be able to see sheep, cows, llamas, 
goats, horses and reindeer when they 
are given daily exercise in the outside 
paddocks within the Showground. 

By-election in Mark Hall 

VOTERS living in the Mark Hall ward of 
Harlow go to the polls today (Thursday) 
to elect a new councillor. 

The by-election is being held 
following the resignation of Ukip 
councillor Jerry Crawford, who stood 
down for health reasons. 

There are five candidates seeking 
election. They are Danny Purton 
(Labour), Jane Steer (Conservative), 
Lesley Rideout (Liberal Democrat), 

Mark Gough (Ukip) and Murray

STAFF at a Harlow security sys¬ 
tems firm organised a farewell 
lunch for one of their collegues on 
Friday after he decided to give up 
work - at the grand old age of 102. 

Jim Clements has been working 
as an office helper and ‘tea boy’ at 
the offices of Active Security Group, 
which is based at Pinnacles, for a 
couple of days a week. 

Mr Clements, who lives in Old 
Harlow, became something of a local 
celebrity two years ago when he 
featured in national newspapers 
and appeared on television after he 
celebrated his 100th birthday. 

Now, two years later, he has 
decided to take things easy. 

“I have enjoyed every day I have 
been coming to work here” he said. 
“It has been great but it is now time 


for me to stop.” 

Born on January 20,1913 in what 
is now The Straw Hat restaurant in 
Harlow Road, Mr Clements moved 
to Bishop’s Stortford at the age of 21 
where he worked as an engineer for 
a manufactuer of motor equip¬ 
ment. 

It was there he first met his wife, 
Gladys. The couple were married in 
1944 and had two children. Sadly, 
Gladys died more than 20 years 
ago. 

Active 

Mr Clements retired in the early 
1980s but in 1985 he started working 
for Active Security - then called 
HSS Alarms - because he wanted to 
keep active. 

More recently he has been help¬ 
ing out in the office and making the 
tea for his colleagues. 

“He was in his seventies when he 


began,” said colleague Pauline 
Weirich. “He spent a bit of time at 
home and then came back on a 
short-term basis, but 30 years on he 
is still here. 

“Jim used to work five days a 
week but recently has just done a 
Monday and Thursday. 

“He likes to meet people and has a 
funny sense of humour. He now 
wants to take things a bit easier.” 

Mr Clements retired shortly after 
his 102nd birthday last month but 
on Friday he returned to the office 
for a celebratory lunch during 
which he gave a speech 

And although he has now retired 
once and for all, he still plans to 
return every now and again and 
will be assured of a warm wel¬ 
come. 

“We’ll be making a cup of tea for 
him for a change” said Mrs 
Weirich.

Taking a look 
at LED lights 

SIR I am writing in reply to the 
letters in the Star about LED 
lighting. I, too, am concerned 
about the waste of energy and 
the resulting carbon emissions 
from the current street lights. 

I have now been assured by 
the Harlow Council leader Jon 
Clempner that he has asked 
council officers to explore 
options for installing LED bulbs 
which are cheaper both to run 
and maintain. This would of 
course require an initial 
investment and so he has asked 
them to explore how this could 
be funded in a sustainable way, 
thus make savings for the 
council and contributing to the 
council’s ongoing drive to reduce 
carbon emissions. 

In Harlow, 658 street lights are 
owned by Harlow Council and 
around 10,500 by Essex County 
Council. The majority of those 
belonging to Harlow Council are 
in council housing areas. 

It is hoped that a trial can be 
conducted with those belonging 
to Harlow Council and, if this is 
successful, to see if Essex County 
would agree to a similar course 
of action. 

I personally know what a good 
white light these LED bulbs give 
as I have just changed the earlier 
low energy bulbs to LED bulbs 
in my own home. As the 
manufacturers claim a lifetime 
of 900 hours for the bulbs, I will 
save on buying new ones as well 
as saving on my electricity bill.

A solution to 
junction jams 

SIR The roundabout at junction 


7 of the Mil is regularly clogged 
up with traffic despite the fact 
that all of the exits of the 
roundabout are clear. Once this 
happens nobody can go 
anywhere. 

The reason it gets so bad is 
because when the traffic signals 
turn to green coming on to the 
roundabout, traffic continues on 
to the roundabout even though 
they can only go two car lengths 
before they have to stop in the 
traffic jam that has already 
formed. 

This then stops vehicles 
already on the roundabout from 
getting through when their 
lights turn green because the 
route ahead is blocked. 

A couple of years ago an extra 
lane was provided on the 
roundabout for traffic travelling 
between the A414 from Harlow 
and the northbound Mil. This 
lane regularly sits empty 
because when the lights turn 
green drivers continue on to the 
roundabout from Harlow even 
though their lanes are blocked. 
This only has the effect of 
making the situation worse. 

Unfortunately, drivers are only 
thinking about their own 
journeys and not looking at the 
bigger picture. I have at times 
sat at the traffic lights waiting 
for them to turn green four or 
five times before I have been able 
to continue my journey, despite 


the fact there is an empty lane in 
front of me. 

What should happen is that 
there should be a box junction 
on the entrance to the 
roundabout from Harlow and 
better management of the traffic 
signals. 

Once the roundabout is 
blocked with traffic the signals 
should stay on green until all 
vehicles on the roundabout are 
cleared. This would take about 
60 seconds and after that the 
lights can be returned 
automatically to their usual 
sequence. 

Yes, there would be some 
queues on the approaches but 
once the roundabout is clear it 
would benefit everyone. 

I believe this is a common 
sense solution but unfortunately 
the powers-that-be don’t seem to 
have been able to work it out.

COUNCIL tax bills in Harlow will 
rise by 1.5 per cent from April to 
pay for the town’s street lights to 
be switched back on. 

The increase, agreed by coun¬ 
cillors on Thursday, will generate 
£100,000 and cost householders 
living in an average Band D prop¬ 
erty an extra 7p a week. 

The budget put forward by the 
council’s Labour administration 
also protects services such as 
parks, playgrounds, grass cutting, 
tackling anti-social behaviour, 
street cleaning and waste and 
recycling collections. 

The future of the Playhouse 
theatre, paddling pools and Pets’ 
Corner in the Town Park have 
also been secured. 

The council, which said the 
spending proposals were drawn 
up in response to its public budget 
consultation held last summer, 
will also earmark Elm for a town 
centre regeneration fund. 

Conservative proposals to cut 
council tax by 0.5 per cent and 
pump additional resources into 
tackling illegal Traveller encamp¬ 
ments was rejected. 

Sustainable 

Council leader Jon Clempner 
said Labour’s budget was sustain¬ 
able while cutting council tax 
would leave a “financial black 
hole” in the future. 

“We have worked hard to pro¬ 
pose a budget which addresses 
residents’ priorities and protects 
services from both closure or 
cuts,” he said. “Last summer we 
carried out an extensive public 
consultation and we were determ¬ 
ined to listen and respond to what 
the community told us.” 

But Conservative group leader 
leader Andrew Johnson pointed 
out that 80 per cent of respondents 
said they did not want an increase 
in council tax.

CONSERVATIVE proposals to

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A PENSIONER angry about the 
“diabolically bad” state of pavements 
near his home in Harlow has accused 
council officials of fobbing off his com¬ 
plaints. 

Cyril May, 71, who has lived in The 
Downs for more than 35 years, ini- 
titially wrote a letter to town MP 
Robert Halfon last April to voice his 
fears over the conditions of the foot¬ 
paths. 

Mr Halfon replied to Mr May, 
advising him to contact Harlow Coun¬ 
cil. But with the condition of the pave¬ 
ments deteriorating, he said was not 
satisfied with the response he has 
received and the lack of work to repair 
the damage. 

“The council said last year that they 
were too busy sorting problems with 
the town’s Travellers but that has got 
nothing to do with the pavements” he 
said. 

“Our pavements are diabolically 
bad. They should be asphalt but they 
have worn down to the bare concrete. 

“There are elderly people and moth¬ 
ers with pushchairs who are starting 
to walk in the road because the surface 
of the pavements are so bumpy. It’s not 
safe.” 

Mr May’s neighbour, 79-year-old Ray 
Hornabrook, added: “I push my wife in 
a wheelchair and we have to go in the 
road because the pavement is dread¬ 
ful. 

“It has got very rough. There is 
corrosion of the surface and one side is 
very rutted. 

“It is becoming so eroded that it is 
not very safe at all.” 

Responsibility for repairing the 
pavement lies with Essex County 
Council which said this week that it 
was a low priority. 

Cllr Eddie Johnson, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways maintenance and 
small scheme delivery and county 
councillor for the Harlow South East 
division, said: “As a local road on a 
housing estate, repairing pavement 
defects in The Downs is a low priority

Train operator 
near bottom of 
passenger poll

TRAIN company Abellio Geater Anglia, which runs 
services through Harlow, has been ranked among 
the lowest in the UK for overall satisfaction in a 
survey of passengers. 

The results, which were released at the end of last 
month, showed the service received an 80 per cent 
satisfaction rating, with only three other companies 
achieving a worse result. 

Abellio scored only 37 per cent in the value for 
money category and, a similar low score for its 
ability to deal with delays. Less than two-thirds of 
passengers (59 per cent) were satisfied with the 
performance of train staff. 

Only Southern, Southeastern and Govia 
Thameslink rail franchise ranked lower, while 
South West Trains matched Abellio’s score of 80 per 
cent. 

In a statement the company acknowledged the 
figure was not good enough and said it was working 
hard to put things right. 

“We know there is much more to do to improve 
train service performance and customer service in 
key areas such as cleaning and rolling stock 
upgrades” the statement read. 

“We have now announced investment of over £30m 
in our current short franchise to October 2016 to 


improve the train environment, employ more train 
cleaners and recruit more technicians.” 

However, Harlow Green Party parliamentary can¬ 
didate Murray Sackwild said that a better service 
would only be achieved by re-nationalising the 
railways. 

“I do not understand how the Tory/Lib Dem 
coalition can be opposed to a state-owned railway 
and franchise out lines to the Dutch state-owned 
railway” he said. “Abellio is making a large amount 
of money from rail passengers and investing very 
little in the service or upkeep of stock. 

Shareholders 

“The Green Party supports the idea of all UK 
railways being in public ownership and profits 
going into investment rather than shareholders-or 
improvements to Dutch railways” he said. 

Student Behul Sulimani, 18, who travels to Harlow 
from London daily, said his was subject to frequent 
delays. 

“The trains are amongst the oldest in the country” 
he said, “There’s not enough of them running to 
handle the demand of the passengers.” 

Twitter user Dan Perry described his experience 
of Abellio Greater Anglia as “absolutely hor¬ 
rendous”. He described the service as having 
“cramped carriages, constant delays, cancellations 
and a joke of a refund policy.” 


Shoppers to help create new work of art

A CHARITY which helps women cope 
with the gruelling side effects of can¬ 
cer treatment, including hair loss and 
mastectomy, has marked its fifth 
anniversary. 

Volunteer-run Fabulous and Beau¬ 
tiful has supported more than 500 
women from West Essex and East 
Herts since it was established at St 
Margaret’s Hospital in Epping. 

“The ladies come into FAB looking 
tired and rundown from the treat¬ 
ment, but leave looking fabulous and 
beautiful and with more confidence,” 
said volunteer Amanda Barr. 

“It’s amazing the difference it 
makes. It’s so rewarding seeing the 
change in the ladies as they leave 
happier with a spring in their step.” 

Women can go along to three ses¬ 
sions during and after treatment and 
get make-up tips, styling advice and 
help with wigs, scarves and hats. 

FAB co-ordinator Bars Bullen said: 
“There’s lots of laughter and the sup¬ 
port of other women who have gone 
through, or are going through, the 
same experience. 

“Most of the women who come to 
FAB have had breast cancer so we can 
relate to their problems as we have 
both had breast cancer ourselves.” 

Treatment 

She explained that stylist Helen 
Cowley initially talks to the group 
about choosing the right shape of 
clothes for them as their body shape 
may have changed during treatment. 
They are then given a make-up lesson, 
including how to apply false eye 
lashes and draw in eyebrows to frame 
the face. 

They can also enjoy a manicure and 
pedicure to treat nails which may 
have suffered during chemotherapy 
and radiotherapy, and learn about 
wigs and scarves to deal with hair 
loss. There are also Reiki and reflex¬ 
ology sessions. 

Mum-of-two Amanda, 51, a self- 
employed hairdresser who lives in 
Sawbridgeworth with husband Tim, 
was diagnosed with breast cancer in 
December 2001, while Bars, 60, who 
lives in Wicken Bonhunt with hus¬ 
band Fabian, was diagnosed in 2003. 
Both have undergone radiotherapy 
and chemotherapy. 

They met at a fundraising ball for 
the Princess Alexandra Hospital 
breast cancer clinical trials unit. 

Now they are hoping to recruit 
more beauticians to the volunteer 
rota and say they always need fun¬ 
draising donations to pay for eye¬ 
lashes and make-up. 


“We have a CRB-checked team of 10 
at the moment but it would be great to 
get some more volunteers,” said 
Bars. 

“It’s very rewarding. The original 
diagnosis is scary and overwhelming, 
the treatment is hard and it’s life¬ 
changing, but after visiting FAB 
women have made some new friends, 
got some confidence back and feel 
more ready to face the world.” 

Mum-of-two Teresa Warren, 53, who 
lives in Old Harlow, is a former FAB 
client. “I met like-minded people and 
it was a chance to be pampered while 
having a giggle,” she said. 

“I found it informative as to where 
to buy bras after surgery, or wigs, and 
there was always someone to give 
advice when I needed it.” 

Teresa, who works in administra¬ 
tion at Rivers Hospital in, High Wych, 
added: “After my treatment finished I

suddenly felt lost and FAB filled that 
gap. I have made some lovely long- 
lasting friends who I still see now. 

“I would recommend FAB to all 
women going through cancer treat¬ 
ment.” 

Another client, self-employed mum- 
of-two Veronica Turner who runs a 
soft furnishings business, said FAB 
was “just wonderful”. 

She had lost her confidence and her 
body shape had changed so she 
enjoyed the style tips and even a shop¬ 
ping trip for a special party outfit. 

The 50-year-old from Buckhurst 
Hill, who has undergone both chemo¬ 
therapy and radiotherapy, added: 
“Cancer is crushing, there’s so much 
uncertainty. But then you go to FAB 
and they build your confidence for the 
future and rebuild your self-confid¬ 
ence. It was a wonderful place.”

RIGHT to Buy is the scheme that 
helps eligible council and 
housing association tenants buy 
their home by offering a 
discount on the purchase price.

When you buy a home you 
need to budget for both one-off 
costs and ongoing costs.

The one-off costs could include 
stamp duty, professional fees for 
a survey, conveyancing and other

Planning row over 
illegal chalets costs 
landowners £70,000

Two landowners who breached planning 
regulations by installing two chalets on 
private land in Harlow without local 
authority permission have been ordered to 
pay over £70,000. 

Harlow Council took action against 
David Ray Development Ltd and Henry 
Simmons after the chalets were installed 
on plots 13 and 14/15 at Skins Farm, Roy- 
don - land which lies within the borders of 
Harlow - in March 2012. 

The chalets were let out as residential 
accommodation, even though Harlow Cou¬ 
ncil has not granted planning permission 
for them. 

In April 2012 the council served enforce¬ 
ment notices requiring the clearance of the 
land and cessation of the illegal use. Fol¬ 
lowing a planning appeal and numerous 
requests for the land to be cleared, the 
council court proceedings against the own¬ 
ers of the plots. 

The initial case was heard at Colchester 
Magistrates Court in August last year 
when both defendants pleaded guilty. 

Prior to sentencing, the council made an 
application under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act which meant the matter was referred 



to Chelmsford Crown Court. 

Last week, following a financial invest¬ 
igation, judge Christopher Ball issued a 
confiscation order for a sum of £46,717 and 


imposed fines of £10,000 on each defendant 
for the original offence of failing to comply 
with the enforcement notices. Harlow 
Council was also awarded costs of £5,000. 

If they fail to pay within six months 
comes they could be taken back to court 
and jailed. 

The judge said he considered the offence 
to be a money-making exercise on behalf of 
the defendants and commended the coun¬ 
cil’s planning team for dealing with 
breaches of planning law in a robust man¬ 
ner. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, portfolio hold¬ 
er for regeneration, said: “If planning laws 
are breached then we will take the appro¬ 
priate action and respond to the concerns 
of local residents who have suffered from 
much upset and nuisance from this par¬ 
ticular area of land. 

“This is the first time Harlow Council 
has used the Proceeds of Crime Act in 
respect of planning matters but it will not 
hesitate to use it again to address blatant 
breaches of planning legislation and to 
preserve the character and integrity of the 
town as a whole. 

“Issues like this can take time but we 
were determined to see it through. This is 
about ensuring that everyone plays by the 
planning rules.”

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A MIX of old and new 
from folk/rock masters 


OR more than 40 years they 
have enthralled audiences 
with their folk rock 
melodies, but for their latest 
album Steeleye Span teamed 
up with author Sir Terry Pratchett 
to create a selection of tracks 
inspired by his book, Wintersmith. 

The band will be performing songs 
from the album, as well as many of 
their classic tracks, arrive in Harlow 
next month to play a concert at 
Harlow Playhouse as part of their 
current UK tour. 

Steeleye’s lead guitarist Julian 
Littman said of the tour: “It’s a mix 
of old and new material. There’s 
probably about six or seven songs 
from Wintersmith including some 
new ones. 

“We would get lynched if we didn’t 
do All Around My Hat,” he added, 
referring to the track which earned 
the band a gold record. 

Other tracks on the set list will 
include Thomas the Rhymer, Black 
Jack Davy and the gruesome ballad 
King Henry. 

The band will be performing some 
of their work inspired by the Child 
ballads - traditional ballads collected 


by Francis James Child. 

“There are a lot of ballads that are 
magical and mysterious, but also 
some quite gruesome,” said Julian. 
“There’s some fairly rock and some 
quite gentle. We are very pleased 
with the set and it’s been going down 
a storm.” 

The seeds for the recent 
collaboration with Discworld author 
Sir Terry, a self-confessed Steeleye 
Span fan who has reportedly told the 
band that he has been inspired by 
them in his writing, started when 
the author asked the band to 
perform at his 60th birthday. 

“It went on from there,” explained 
Julian. “It was discussed that we 
should do something together. It’s 
been a great collaboration; he’s very 
pleased and we were very pleased.” 

Each member of the band wrote 
three songs inspired by Wintersmith, 
which the author suggested as a 
source for the album. Tracks range 
from Dance the Dark Morris, about a 
dancer who brings on winter, to love 
songs like Just One Heart. 

“It was all run by Terry and he 
loved it.” said Julian. “It was taking 
his work and making it into a 


musical form.” 

The collaboration is a one-off at 
the moment but Julian says the band 
keep an open mind about future 
projects and do not say no to 
anything. 

Steeleye Span has seen a lot of 
line-up changes over the years. 
Guitarist Julian joined in 2011 while, 
more recently Peter Knight, who had 
been a member since 1970, departed. 

“He had literally had enough,” 
said Julian. “I think it had run its 
course for him. He had been involved 
in it for all these years. If you have 
had enough, you have had enough. 

“We were very sad to let him got 
but we have a fantastic new fiddler 
now.” 

The new fiddler is Jessie May 
Smart, at 26 by far the youngest 
member of the group. 

“She has brought a lot to the 
band,” said Julian. “It’s fantastic. 

She a bit of an inspiration to us all. 
She’s taken to it so well. She’s an 
amazing player as well. She’s fun to 
be with.” 

Steeleye Span has a good dynamic, 
he says. “Maddy [lead singer Maddy 


Pryor] calls it a bus that people get 
on and off. In my opinion, without 
Maddy it would be a very different 
band. Maddy is our figurehead.” 

The band have continued to 
explore new styles within their 
music, with even a bit of rap making 
its way into one of their tracks. 

“There’s a lot of people who have 
been there since the beginning but 
we have got a stream of young people 
who come, too,” said Julian. 

“When we get rock, we get very 
rock. We veer towards that prog rock 
thing as well. I think the appeal goes 
on because we tend to push the 
boundaries a bit.” 

He added: “We are going hard rock 
as well a gentle. It’s a really good 
swathe of music - from lovely lilting 
folk songs to heavy metal. “I just 
think it’s a really varied set. 

“If you don’t like anything I would 
be very surprised.” 

Steeleye Span will be performing 
at Harlow Playhouse on Wednesday, 
March 11. The concert starts at 
7.30pm and tickets cost £23.50.

FISH and chips are a national institution. When foreigners talk 
about British food, fish and chips is often the first thing they 
think about - even ahead of roast beef. 

When sold abroad, the dish is usually described as a ‘British’ 
product and they are as popular today as they ever were, with 
fish and chips outselling Indian takeaways in the UK two to one. 

They’ve been around for a while; Charles Dickens refers to an 
early fish shop or “fried fish warehouse” in Oliver Twist (1839) 
where the fish generally came with bread or baked potatoes. 

The origin of fried fish seems to be Jewish. Some claim fried 
fish goes back to the 15th century, but there is an 18th-century 
cookbook that talks about fried fish in the Jewish tradition. It 
was eaten cold and the recipe uses preserved fish that can 
survive for up to a year. 

By the time fish came to be sold with chips, it was being 
served hot. Who first had the idea to marry fish with chips 
remains the subject of fierce controversy and arguments rage 
over whether it was ‘up north’ or ‘down south’. 

The dish soon caught on when working-class diets were bleak 
and unvaried, fish and chips was a tasty break from the norm. 

Outlets sprung up across the country and to keep prices 
down, portions were often wrapped in old newspaper, a practice 
that survived as late as the 1980s, when it was ruled unsafe for 
food to come into contact with newspaper ink without 
greaseproof paper in between. 

During the Second World War, ministers bent over backwards 
to make sure fish and chips was one of the few foods that were 
never rationed. They knew their pickled onions!

A year after her finishing her graduate film and a 
few months after receiving the Rising Star Award 
from the Colchester Film Festival, director Daisy 
Jacobs has just won a Bafta and is up for an 
Oscar too. She tells Darryl Webber about making 
her animated short film The Bigger Picture 

year ago, Daisy Jacobs was exhausted having just finished 
her graduation film, The Bigger Picture, after 12 months of 
hard work. Now, she’s just won a Bafta for Best Animated 
Short and is preparing to go to the Oscars where that film 
is also nominated. 

It’s been a remarkable journey for the young director who received 
the Rising Star Award at the Colchester Film Festival just a few 
months ago. The festival’s organisers got it right, she’s certainly a 
rising star and just a year into her career can claim to be an 
Oscar-nominated director. Some people wait a lifetime for that kind of 
accolade. 

Yet animation is a fairly recent preoccupation for Daisy who grew 
up in Hampshire and was initially interested in fine art and 
illustration. She studied illustration at Central St Martin’s in London 
and only studied animation in her last year there as an extra option. 
She obviously saw potential for her work in that area and did a 
further two years at the National Film & Television School (NFTS) to 
explore animation. 

“Illustration is what I’d been doing and after a time you want to 
make that move,” she says. “I didn’t find it easy, I couldn’t do it at 
first. I found it very difficult, it took me a good six months to get the 
hang of it. I was bottom of the class.” 

But Daisy persevered and had a vision of turning the kind of art 
she liked doing into animated films, starting with The Bigger Picture, 
the making of which took up the second year of her time at the NFTS. 
Most first-time animations are small-scale efforts, but Daisy was 
thinking bigger. 

“I wanted to have a go at painting on a large scale at film school. 
When I started working with the crew, we each worked out our own 
parts. The set was half a real room and half flat, so it presented issues 
with how we filmed. We got through it together through trial and 
error.” 

A vital part of the process was working with the right people. The 
film’s animator and model-maker Chris Wilder was someone Daisy 
knew and liked from her illustration and post-graduate courses while 
cinematographer Max Williams was on the NFTS programme and 
was “a can-do guy, very helpful and a decent man.”

The themes behind The Bigger Picture were inspired by Daisy’s 
own experience, as she explains: 

“The story is loosely based on my family because my gran had 
Parkinson’s and was very ill and in a wheelchair for the last two 
years of her life. So I wanted to look at a family and the problems 
there are with dealing with an elderly relative. 

“It took four months to write in all. I wrote too much, about 12 
minutes at first, which was too long. It needed to be shorter so I took 
a lot out in editing on the storyboards. I found it easier to cut it down 
and fine-tune it when I saw the images” 

When the script was ready, Daisy and Chris spent a month making 
props for the film in what might possibly be the smallest office at the 
National School of Film and Television. Whereas the other students 
would be using their offices for their small-scale animations, Daisy 
and Chris knew they’d need a bigger space for their larger scale 
production so they were content with a small space... until they 
realised there wasn’t always room for much else besides the two 
desks in there. 

“It was very, very cramped,” Daisy admits recalling having to give 
up painting a rug when she realised there wasn’t even space to stand 
up in the room. 

Making the film itself, animating and filming, took six months, 
then there were a few weeks of post-production which finished almost 
exactly 12 months ago. Overall, it was an intense and exhausting 
process for Daisy and her team, but more than worth it given the

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reception The Bigger Picture has received. 

Visually, it’s a striking film and quite unlike anything I’ve ever 
seen before as life-size 2D animated figures interact with a 3D 
domestic setting. Daisy cites painter David Hockney as an 
influence and you can certainly see that in the bold visuals and 
colours she uses. Narratively, The Bigger Picture looks at the 
struggles two brothers have in coping with their ill, elderly 
mother but while it’s dark at times, it’s also funny and very 
entertaining. 

It’s been a big hit on the festival circuit this year, receiving 
many screenings and accolades including at Cannes where it won 
the Cinefoundation Award. Obviously, Daisy is delighted with all 
the attention and positive comments The Bigger Picture has been 
getting. 

“It’s been a really great year. We’ve taken it to loads of festivals. 
It’s been amazing to see how people react, we’ve been getting lots 
of really good feedback. Chris went to the screening at Colchester 
and said the reaction there was really great. 

“The festival circuit is really important for networking and 


getting people interested in your work. Festivals are really great 
with prize money too, that’s what makes your next film a 
possibility.” 

And to top it all, The Bigger Picture receiving Oscar and Bafta 
nominations in the same week means it’s been a remarkable twelve 
months for Daisy; from film school graduation to going to 
Hollywood’s biggest event in the space of a year is quite an 
achievement. 

“It is amazing, it didn’t sink in at first but it has now,” she says 
just a couple of days before she was due to attend Sunday’s Baftas 
and a fortnight before the Oscars are handed out. “I got an amazing 
goodie bag from Bafta. 

“I’m all sorted now, I got the hang of the wearing-the-dress thing 
for Cannes, so I’m ready.” 

After the win, Daisy says she’s chuffed to have picked up the 
Bafta for Best British Short Animation. 

“I'm really delighted by the win. Bafta have been very supportive 
and I am very grateful for all they have done for me.” 

But amid the glitz and glamour of award ceremonies, Daisy is 


still getting the finance together for her next film another look at 
family life. 

“It’s about the idea of dispersal,” says Daisy. “About how 
families drift apart and it’s set in the 1970s and 1980s.” 

Daisy has had a flying start to her career in film-making and 
could have a Bafta and Oscar on her mantelpiece in a couple of 
weeks’ time, but what does she think about the state of the 
British film industry in general? Is she encouraged? 

“I think Britain has always been very strong with the moving 
image in general, I think we’re a very creative country and we’re 
in a good place.” 

And that’s thanks to people like her.

STRANGE, enervating, toxic, miraculous, 
unrequited, redemptive: love exerts an 
irresistible hold on the human heart and 
always has. 

For filmmaker Ira Sachs and co-writer 
Mauricio Zacharias, love is a long-term 
relationship between two gay men set 
against the bustling backdrop of 


a tender relationship under strain 


modern-day Manhattan. 

Underscored predominantly by Chopin, 
Love Is Strange is an elegant character 
study, which sketches these middle-aged 
soul-mates with tenderness and 
heart-breaking intimacy. 

Sachs’ film is illuminated by two 
exquisite performances from John 
Lithgow and Alfred Molina as a married 
couple who are wary of relying on the 
kindness of family and friends because 
“sometimes when you live with people, 
you know them better than you care to”. 

Familiarity breeds not just contempt but 
also disillusionment, suspicion and, 
ultimately, aching loneliness. 

Ben (Lithgow) and his partner George 


(Molina) have spent almost four decades 
together. 

They finally legalise their union in front 
of family and friends including Ben’s 
nephew Elliot (Darren Burrows) and wife 
Kate (Marisa Tomei), plus police office 
neighbours Ted (Cheyenne Jackson) and 
Roberto (Manny Perez). 

Shortly after the happy day, George loses 
his job as a music teacher at St Grace’s 
Church and Catholic school in Manhattan 
because Facebook pictures of the 
honeymoon have been brought to the 
attention of the Archdiocese. 

Without George’s steady income, the 
couple face the prospect of having to sell 
their apartment. 


George moves in with Ted and Roberto, 
while Ben seeks shelter with Elliot, Kate 
and their truculent teenage son Joey. 

Love Is Strange treats all of the flawed 
characters with a delicate and even hand 
although our hearts belong to the leads. 

Lithgow and Molina perform as if they 
have been sharing the same space for 
decades, trading gentle touches or longing 
glances as their carefully ordered world 
unravels.

S RAF sergeant Will 
Barrow throws an 
object into the 
distance, his faithful 
springer spaniel 
Buster pulls at his lead, 
wagging his tail with 
excitement, ready to chase after 
it. 


But Barrow quickly hauls 
the over-exuberant pooch back - 
because the ‘ball’ he’s just 
thrown is in fact a smoke 
grenade, aimed at Taliban 
snipers in the heart of Helmand 
Province. 

This was once a regular 
occurrence for the pair. 

“As I hurled the grenade with 
one hand, I stamped a foot back 
onto Buster’s lead, just in time 
to bring him back to earth. My 
weight on the lead managed to 
stall him in full flight, before he 
had a chance to chase down the 
grenade,” Barrow recalls now. 

Buster has served five tours 
of duty, in Bosnia, Iraq and 
Afghanistan - more than any 
other military dog - and is the 
official lifetime mascot of the 
RAF Police. 

His remarkable tale is told in 
new book Buster: The Dog Who 
Saved A Thousand Lives, which 
charts his partnership with his 
owner, RAF Police Flight Sgt 
Barrow, and how, on occasion, 
they saved each other’s lives 
while serving in the dust and 
unbearable desert heat of 
Afghanistan; Buster’s job was to 
sniff out explosives, leading to 



“What sticks in my mind is 
getting shot at, although at the 
time, it’s an adrenalin rush. It’s 
when you sit back on your own 
at night and think about what 
might have happened, that it 
can get to you,” specialist dog 
handler Barrow explains. 


“Dogs don’t fear in the same 
way that we do,” said Barrow. 
“You never saw him cowering. 
It’s a big honour that he’s 
become the RAF Police mascot.” 


They live in Lincoln in 
grounds with half an acre, 
opposite a big field. Buster is 
walked separately from the

Barrow now works at RAF 
Henlow as the flight sergeant. 
Involved with dogs for 28 years, 
he misses working with them 
terribly.

But you learn 
to adapt. You have to.”

iMiahlLexus NX 300h S 


L et’s imagine you’d just directed 
over £30,000 at your car dealer 
and in return were rewarded 
with an SUV that was all new 
car smell, tyre black, gleaming 
alloys and paint so lustrous you could 
read the time on your watch in its 
reflection from six feet away. 

Clearly the first thing you’re going to 
do is to see how it handles being lodged 
up to its axles in mud. Or not. Probably 
not, as it goes. It’s a perennial 
complaint of sniffy motoring writers 
that these SUVs never venture off the 
blacktop, despite their manufacturers 
compromising their on-road abilities to 
enable them to do just that. 

So what do we think of the concept of 
a front-wheel drive SUV that’s got no 
ambitions of ever scraping its sump? It 
ought to be welcomed as something a 
bit more sensible and pragmatic, right? 


No. They’re usually derided as cars for 
posers and wimps. 

Hoping to change that is Lexus with 
its uncommonly cerebral NX 300h S. 

Yes, you can buy the NX 300h with 
all-wheel drive, but to be honest, it’s 
hardly any more capable in the rough 
stuff. This NX 300h S is powered by the 
proven Lexus 2.5-litre petrol engine, 
generator, motor and battery with a 
total system output of 197PS, doing 
without the additional electric motor 
that sits atop the rear axle in all-wheel 
drive NX models. 

It also gets sprung-weight damping 
control to increase ride comfort and 
handling stability by reducing pitching 
when driving on uneven surfaces. It’ll 
sprint to 62mph in a reasonable 9.3 
seconds and keep running on to 
112mph. 


The flared wheel arches house either 
17 or 18-inch alloy wheels, while the side 
profile of the vehicle demonstrates how 
Lexus has aimed to create a sleek shape 
without compromising rear headroom, 
the highest point of the roofline being 
stretched backwards. Neat styling 
touches include a door handle with a 
concealed key barrel and plenty of 
shape built into the flank surfacing. 

This thing looks sharp enough to cut 
you. 

The interior also owes little to the 
premium German brands in its design 
ethos. Lexus aimed to combine the 
purpose of a high-performance vehicle 
with the materials quality of a luxury 
vehicle. The centrepiece of the dash is a 
curvaceous H-shaped metal frame that’s 
a world away from a typically 
slab-fronted SUV fascia panel. Details 
like drilled pedals and quilted leather 


seats differentiate the cabin from the 
usual suburban SUV norm. Practicality 
certainly hasn’t been overlooked 
though, and the NX offers decent 
headroom, a generous front-to-rear hip 
point distance and the longest luggage 
area load length in its class. 

The NX is seriously stacked with 
gear, even in this entry-level S trim. 
You’ll find LED low-beam headlights 
and daytime running lights, the 
Pre-Crash Safety system and Adaptive 
Cruise Control, dual zone climate 
control, a Lexus Media Display with 
Remote Touch controller, a DAB digital 
radio driving eight speakers, a USB 
port, electric folding door mirrors and 
17-inch alloy wheels. 

Then there’s safety gear like Vehicle 
Dynamics Integrated Management, Hill 
Assist Control and eight airbags. 


You’ll get your hands on one from 
around £30,000 for the NX 300h in S trim 
which seems extremely good value for 
money, given that you pay more than 
that for a 150PS diesel Toyota RAV4. 

Satellite navigation isn’t fitted as 
standard and Lexus still charges a 
decidedly old-school fee of around £1,000 
for the base system. Metallic paint will 
also set you back a fairly hefty £645. 

The front-wheel drive car edges a 
small but noticeable advantage in terms 
of efficiency over its pricier all-wheel 
drive siblings. Where you’d see 54.3mpg, 
itself a respectable figure for such a 
chunky crossover, the S variant edges 
that out to 56.5mpg. Likewise, emissions 
nudge down from 121 to 116g/km and 
that extra banding might make all the 
difference, as might the fact the S is 
£30,000 limit of some fleet managers .

2002 World 
Cup Final 
assistant 
ref puts 
wannabe 
officials 
through 
their paces

ONE of only 10 British 
officials ever to officiate in a 
World Cup Final, Phil Sharp 
ran a course for club 
linesmen on behalf of the 
Mid-Herts Rural Minors 
League last month. 

Teams from across Herts & 
Essex Newspapers’ patches 
compete in this youth football 
league. 

Sports Reporter Alan Scott, 
who runs the line for his 
son’s team, Alemite Athletic, 
in the MHRML U13 Division 
One, went along to see if he 
could pick up a few tips from 
a man who was an assistant 
referee in the English 
Premier League for 18 years. 


“HE was miles offside lino” or 
“That was well out [into touch]” 
are just some of the things I hear 
every Sunday when I’m an assist¬ 
ant referee for my 12-year-old 
son’s matches. 

Some of the parents and man¬ 
agers sound aggressive when they 
shout this ‘advice’ often from the 
other end of the pitch, but I find 
the best thing to do is not to 
respond as this only enflames the 
situation. 

But I can tell you one thing. 
Having run the line on a regular 
basis over the last couple of sea¬ 
sons, I certainly realise what a 
tough, tough job it is for our men 
in black in professional and non¬ 
league football - and don’t get me 
started on youth football. 

At youth football matches, 
where you literally have got noth¬ 
ing to stop an angry dad throwing 
a punch at you for a ‘wrong’ 
decision, you walk the line quite 
literally. 

The problem for club linesmen 
like myself is that we have had no 
official training, we’re just keen 
dads (and even a couple of mums) 
who want to watch and support 
our children playing football. 

So when the opportunity came 
up to attend this course, I jumped 
at it. 

I had no idea it would be run by 
the Herts FA Referee Develop¬ 
ment Officer Phil Sharp. Imagine 
Harry Redknapp running a man¬ 
agement course for the Mid Herts 
Rural Minors League (MHRML), 
and you can get the idea that this 
was going to be a very useful 


exercise. 

Sharp, now 50, is arguably Eng¬ 
land’s best ever assistant referee - 
I mean, he ran the line when 
Brazil beat Germany in the 2002 
World Cup Final in Japan, the 
pinnacle of his or any official’s 
career. 

I knew we were in very safe 
hands as he took me and parents 
and managers from the likes of 
Harlow Town FC, Alemite Ath¬ 
letic, Hertford-based Bury 
Rangers, Ware Lions, Cuffley 
Youth and Cheshunt-based East 
Herts Youth and Broxbourne Bor¬ 


ough on a journey into assistant 
refereeing. 

So 30 of us were handed flags for 
an initial run through of what we 
should do in the event of a throw- 
in, corner, goal kick, offside or 
just simply grabbing the referee’s 
attention. 

Career in stand-up 

Sharp, who should consider a 
career in stand-up comedy should 
he decide to leave his role at the 
Herts FA, quickly pointed out the 
error of my ways. 

When awarding a corner, don’t 


feel you have to point your head 
straight down towards the corner 
flag, he says exaggerating the 
manoeuvre I see at most matches 
for comic effect. Or likewise with 
a throw, don’t move your head the 
same direction as the flag. 

He wants our eyes on the action 
at all times, just in case a couple of 
opposing players are taking a kick 
at each other. 

The biggest problem in youth 
football nationally is the shortage 
of referees, and it means that most 
Sundays our MHRML matches 
are refereed by teenagers. 


Sharp explains that due to this 
situation it’s important that club 
linesmen, who might be seen as 
intimidating adults by these 
young refs, should try to make the 
youngsters feel at ease by warmly 
introducing themselves to try to 
develop a level of trust. 

Trust is the biggest issue. 

Referees, no matter what age 
they are, don’t know anything 
about you as a club linesman. 
They don’t know if you have had 
any training or if you’re a com¬ 
plete numpty who’s going to raise 
his flag every few seconds like a 
nervous twitch. 

Learning more about the laws 
of the game (18 if you include the 
referees’ 18th law - common 
sense, so I’m told) will create more 
trust. 

“If the referee sees you making 
all the right signals, he’s more 
likely to have more confidence in 
you,” explains Sharp. 

Next it’s over to a Subbuteo 
table, so Sharp can go through the 
offside laws using a team in red 
and a team in navy blue. 

“If the keeper has gone up for a 
corner with his side losing the 
match, and the ball is played 
quickly to an attacker in his 
opponent’s half but he has one 
defender in front of him, is he 
offside?” 

The answer is ‘yes’. 

An attacker needs at least two 
defenders in front of him in order 
not to be offside. Often people 
forget that the keeper is a defend¬ 
er, so it’s usually the keeper and 
one defender. 

Then one of the ‘dads’ on my 


course picks up a Subbuteo figure 
and says ‘what about now - is he 
offside here?” 

Quick as a flash, Sharp dead¬ 
pans: “No he can’t ever be offside - 
you’ve just picked up the refer¬ 
ee.” 

It was fun as well as educa¬ 
tional. 

Next we’re off to an impromptu 
pitch that Sharp has created - 
including white tape as a sub¬ 
stitute for the touchlines - in 
order to show us how difficult it is 
to call the ball out of play for a 
throw-on. 

Seven balls are lined up and at 
first glance they all look out of 
play from 30ft away. 

We move ten feet away. They all 
still look out of play. 

Then we move next to the balls, 
as close as we can get. They are in 
fact all IN PLAY. Incredible. 

I think it’s because of the cir¬ 
cumference of the ball that makes 
it so difficult to see that the 
minutest part of the ball is over 
hanging the touchline. So incred¬ 
ibly hard to see. 

Imagine how difficult it is on a 
match day when you have 30 par¬ 
ents screaming at you that ‘it’s 
out’ and you have one brief nano¬ 
second to see if the whole of the 
ball has crossed the line. 

I’ll never shout at the TV again 
during a Sky Sports match - 
“That ball’s not in the quadrant 
lino,” - that’s a particular favour¬ 
ite of mine when a corner’s about 
to be taken. It probably is over 
hanging by the slimmest of mar¬ 
gins. The assistant referee is on 
the spot and he knows if it’s in or 
out. 

Illegal 

Finally Sharp stands on the 
touchline to pretend to take a 
series of throw-ins. 

If we think his feet are in a 
position that make the throw 
illegal, we need to move to the left 
side of the room. 

Firstly his left foot is just half 
an inch on the line, with the other 
behind the line. 

My thinking is that both feet 
need to be behind the line, so a few 
of us move across the room. 

Sharp continues with several 
different positions until his feet 
are finally virtually both on the 
pitch itself, leading to all but three 
of my colleagues joining me on 
the left side. 

Amazingly the intrepid trio are 
the only correct ones. It turns out 
that as long as one small part of 
both feet are in contact with the 
touchline, then that is a legal 
throw. Cue bewilderment from 
me. 

I’m really pleased I attended 
this course and because of its 
success the League hopes to run 
more with Sharp in the future. 

The only frustrating thing was 
the number of silly questions 
from one or two managers and 
parents, which should have been 
directed at the League or the 
Herts FA, to deal with on another 
occasion. 

Sharp showed the patience of a 
saint to deal with these constant 
interruptions which made it a 
long night. 

But it was still worth it. 

Now I need to put all this into 
action on Sunday. 

Wish me luck!

The race was eventually red 
flagged and ended after three- 
quarters of the laps were com¬ 
pleted - the conditions had 
become almost undriveable and 
the start/finish strait was an 
aquaplane danger zone. 

Team G3 ended the race in sev¬ 
enth but this was enough to clinch 
the team’s first championship.

But 
unfortunately Charlie was away, 
so I had to step in [on Saturday].

RAMS skipper Shaun Roberts 
hailed the performance of direct¬ 
or of rugby Lee Harron, who turns 
41 today (Thursday), but admitted 
his charges were frustrated not to 
shatter table-topping Sudbury’s 
100 per cent record this season.

“I think for the majority of the 
game we were camped in their 22 
and were a bit guilty of not taking 
our chances,” said Roberts. 

“They [Sudbury] defended with 
their hearts. When you are play¬ 
ing the top sides and you get as 
many chances as we got, you have 
to take those. That gave them an 
opportunity to get back into the 
game.

“They [Sudbury] are top of the 
league, 15 wins out of 15. They 
were always going to come strong 
for that 15 or 20 minute period. We 
thought they had kept them out 
and they just about managed to 
nick one in the corner. 

“We’re pleased to keep our 
[unbeaten] run going. We had won 
five out of five. Tremendous com¬ 
mitment from the boys in terms of 
training. 

“If we had won today we would 
have been able to put some pres¬ 
sure on Sudbury.” 

Roberts admitted Harlow would 
rue their decision-making over a 
couple of penalties after Sud¬ 
bury’s late try which in hindsight 
could have been kicked and would 
have secured a victory, particu¬ 


larly with the impressive form of 
kicker Smith. 

“We were so desperate to win 
the game, we needed a bit of com¬ 
posure. With the way Danny 
Smith has been kicking [we 
should have taken the three 
points]. We could have put that 
one over. I think we would have 


gone back up there and either 
nicked another penalty or even 
scored [a try].” 

Harlow led for much of this 
game and then defended magni¬ 
ficently in the second half, and 
even when they finally conceded a 
try against the unbeaten Suffolk 
men, they bounced back to nick a 


point. 

With an average age of 21, the 
Suffolk side had looked impress¬ 
ive all season, and will still surely 
win the title despite dropping 
points. 

Sudbury took the lead after 
only three minutes when 17-year- 
old Chris Lewis slotted over a 
penalty for offside. 

But the hosts dominated the 
rest of the first half and led after 
John Unwin’s 28th-minute try 
converted by Smith. 

In the second half, Harlow with¬ 
stood tremendous Sudbury pres¬ 
sure with some excellent 
defending. 

But on 72 minutes the visitors 
finally broke through when 
powerful prop Sam Connell broke 
past four Rams tackles to touch 
down. 

Lewis converted for a 10-7 lead. 

The floodgates could have 
opened then as Harlow had shown
